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Brazil : Brazilian Army units, apparently under 
orders of President Goulart, have restored order fol- 
lowing the incident in Rio de Janeiro on 26 Aferch which 
involved 600 naval and marine personnel, 

Goulart indicated his support of Navy Minister 
Sylvio Motta by backing up his arrest of the men in- 
volved, but finally accepted Motta’s resignation. The 
rapid build-up of tension accompanying these events 
in Rio is symptomatic of the unsettled political situa- 
tion. 


The government is apparently going ahead with 
preparations for the temporary take-over of a subsid- 
iary of the US-owned American Foreign Power Com- 
pany in the state of Esplrito Santo, according to the 
US Embassy, The government is also reported to be 
planning the expropriation of private lands in the state 
of Goias in line with the land expropriation decree 
recently issued by Goulart, In the northeast a number 
of land seizures by peasants have occurred, possibly 
prompted in part; by expectation of official land dis- 
tribution.

North Vietnam : Hanoi has for the first time con- 
vened a ’’Special Political Conference ’’--provided for 
in the constitution ”to examine major problems.”
